The habit of 
denouncing or lauding a book or an 
article just because It suit* their Idea* 
or doe* not 1* one which *pr**d* Itailt 
to other Instances and the enUre na- 
ture become* narrow and unbearable. 
Children begin sometime* wh*n they 
lee another cblld'i compoiltlon of 
poem In tbe papir by uueitlonlng wh» 
It wan used. They could do much bet- 
tor tnemselYe*, nnd they knew many 
other* who** ability wa* *up*rlor; go 
why *hould that poorer eiaay bt pub- 
lished T To please thorn they 
art 
uked to writ* lomithlng ihowlng 
their superiority, and almoit Invari- 
ably they are too buiy or somebody 
doei not approve or there Ii iome otner 
tzeuse, and tbelr greater ability !• 
never proved. And so It goes.

would be very wlie If tbeso crlUoal 
young Judge* would think a while be- 
fore they express themselves 10 forci- 
bly. They might becomingly cultlvatt 
a softer attitude toward people wbo are 
ntlng up brains to pleaie them and 
a more tolerant iplrlt toward othtf 
people'! different tnitei. 
They would 


then not only make themielvo* mort 
greeable to their associate*, but they 
.rould eventually flnd pleasure tor 
taeroselve* In th* work* which they 
formerly would not concede worthy,
